-CODE 

For example， in the process of 
exaimnining 51 structures within the 
Survey area，City Planning found 
that _ buildings consisting of 120 
units “havenot been subject to the 
complete BBI inspection “which 
jinitiates the code enforcement 
process. ”Of the 51 buildqings，39 
are .either .residential or mixed 
cominerfcial and residential. 

The failure to complete the code 
enforcement process iserious， 
Since' the survey found that“the 
miost common deficient ;buildqing 
conditions are instufficient egress 
and insufficient fire ， resistive 
Imeasures，In some buildings，the 
deficiency constitutes an imme- 
diate jlife hazard,”the planners 
sayin an ominous finding. 

Planning estimates that there 
are about 770 householdqs and 
]735 residents in the survey area. 
The Redevelopment Agency inter- 
Viewed 219 households consisting 
of 494 residents.“Slightly less than 
one-half of the families have 
children under 18 years of age，at 
the average of 2.2 children per 
family.” Two-thirds of single 
person households are elderly， 
Over 62 years of age. 

CRIME 

Citywide，crime increased 16.9 
percent between 1973 and 1976， 
In Chinatown the increase was 
lower at 6.6 percent (994 cases). 
Of course，Chinatown has a high 
incidence of unreported crimes. 
During the same period in the core 
area, births increased 7.5 percent， 
While the rate citywide was only 
0.6 percent. In another surprise， 
the study found that“the number 
of deaths continued in the core 
area at a rate slightly higher than 
the citywide figure.”

Parcels that are vacant are 
given top priority，underutilized 
non-residential “get the second 
Priority and projects requiring the 
jeast _ displacements are the third 
most desirable. The planners are 
obviously shying away from the 
relocation problems that plagued 
the city during I-Hotel anq Yerba 
Buena squabbles. 

The Chinatown “Redevelop- 
ment plan tries to protect the 
tenants ”from rent increases 
brought about by building 
improvements. 也 xisting govern- 
ment rent subsiqies and rehabili- 
tation financing will be sought. 
The stugy also says that“there is 
little _ evidence that the physical 
deficiencies and needs of existing 
business firms justify a special 


business revitalization program.”.

SAN FRANCISCO 一 On Satur- 
day，EFebruary 18，a 120-foot- 
long dragon will snake through 
the streets of downtown San 
Francisco，carried by scores of 
young feet.

In fact, it is not. Many Chinese 
Americans shy away from San 
Francisco's Chinatown on parade 
night.

Then there is a third，mnon- 
aligned 、，faction: - Chinese 
Americans whose allegience to 
either Taipei or Peking is at best 
intellectual rather than deeply 
emotional. In many cases，they 
couldn't care less, preferring to try 
to_ recreate what to them is an 
authentic American subculture by 
concentrating on the history and 
culture of the Chinese who have 
lived in America since the 1850s. 

For my tastes at least，I prefer 
what my family hasdoneeversince 
IE can remember 一 family get- 
togethers，Plenty of food，good 
feelings.
